Of course oir 
means of judging of the comparative 
merits of the Federal commanders have 
been imperfect, norhave we made special! 
endeavor to enable ourselves to do so, by 
thorough study of the different cam- 
paigns; but there are certain salient féa- 
tures which perhaps enableus to approx- 
imate to accuracy in our estimates, If 
was perhaps very fortunate for Ceneral 
GRANT that he was not opposed fo Gien- 
eral LEF until near the close of the war. 
Judging by the principles by which he 
was goverued in his last campaign, he 
would, if he had commanded in the 
stead of MCCLELLAN, have sustained a 
worse defeat than that unfortunate Gien- 
eral, to whom, as to some others, the 
impatience of the Northern people, and 
their incapacity to judge of the merits of 
military operations, did great injustice. 

To our mind, MCCLELLAN, as a strate- | 
gist, is farthe superior of GRANT. Tt- 
RENNE said that the General who had 
made no mistakes had not made war; 
and no doubt General MCCLELLAN com- 
mitted a grave error at the Chickahom- 
iny, but after that, he achieved perliays 
more than (jeneral GRANT would hawe 
done, In rescuing his army from the ter- 
rible grasp of Ler and JACKSON. | 

Of course we are bot presuaiptuous or 

silly enough to say that General Gray 
is pot an able and skillful Captain. He 
may be capable of greater things than 
he has done. Certainly he has some 
eminent qualities as a General. But he 
is not a Great Captain like TURENNE or 
NAPOLEON. He has planned no cam- 
paign like that of Austerlitz: he has 
won no battle like those of Jena, Wa- 
gram oreven Waterloo. Hehad alwavs 
every advantage of numbers, discipline, 
equipment and stpplies; could always 
take the initiative and act onthe offin 
sive. He always had the enemy in hi 
grasp; but he won no decisive battle, 
like Solferino, even, or Sadowa: aud yet 
he sacrificed men ngpe recklessly than 
NAPOLEON did® He ouglit to have taken 
Vieksburg in a week, and crushed Lrr's 
inferior army as one crushes an ere-shell. 
lnere were certainly immense delays In 
his operations against Braga. Compare 
that campaign with the swift movements 
and wonderful concentration of troops 
that preceded Austerlitz and Dresden, 
and those that in three weeks conquered 
Prussia at Jena and Auerstadt. ('om- 
pare what GRANT effected with his im- 
mense superiority of force, with what 
NAPOLEON effected with a third the force 
of his enemy, in his Italian campaign. 
The glories of General GKant, like those 
of General Ler, are the glories of the 
Nation, and belong to all of us alike. for 
at best we are one people ; but it is absurd 
as well as unjust to extol GinaNny far be- 
yond his merits, at the expense of such 
cemmanders as MCCLELLAN aud HaAL- 
LECK. 

After all, history will assign to every 
commander his due place and rank; and 
its verdict cannot be forestalled either 
by extravagant and injudicious eulogies 
or unMerited censures. There is no rea- 
son why Southern men shouid be unjust 
te Gen. GRANT; because he is charged 
with no acts of cruelty or injustice, vut 
has always approved himself a true 
soldier, a generous enemy, and a just 
man. but it is nevertheless true that he 
has fought ne battle that in military his- 
tory will take place among the great 
battles of the world. So much, one
